WASHINGTON, May 3.—With 
the population counts of virtually 
one-fourth of the cities of the 
countrgg@nnounced, returns of 
1930 returns have begun to four 
inte’ headquarters at Washington 
for compHation and analysis. 

Although only two cities above 
the half-million mark have report- 
ed, “announcements for the remain- 
ing large and ‘small cities are ex- 
pected soon. 

Baltimore yesterday reported a 
population of 789,921,.an increase 
fo 66,095, or 7.1 per cent. Buffalo 
reported 572.217 with an increase 
of 12.9 per cent. 

Memphis, Tenn., reported 262, 
049, a gain of 89,698 or 55-2 per 
cent. 

More than 200 cities of 10,000 
or more population have, been 
announced by supervisors. The re- 
turns show the cities as a whole 
have not had the growth they did 
in the decade ending with 1920. 
For the 200 cities thus far reported 
the percentage of increase in the 
last decade has been 19.5 per cent. 
The cities in that category in- 
creased 31.3 per cent from 1910 to 
1920. 

The larger cities, those of 50, 000 
or more, that have reported thus 
far show a smaller percentage of 
gain than those below that popula- 
tion, their increase having been 
only 17.9 per cent. 

The aggregate population of the 
200 cities is 5,881,212 as com- 


census. Cities in that category ac- 
counted for 42.4 per cent of the 
country’s total population in 1920. 

Big Increases in Small Cities. 

While there have been de- 
creases in some of the cities of 
100,000 or more, there have been 
a number of large increases in 
smaller cities. Places that have 
increased more than 100 per cent 
include: 

Garfield Heights, O., 
cent; Glendale, Cal., 
cent; Ventura, Cal., 186.3 per cent: 
Lakeland, Fla., 130.2 per cent: 
Decatur, Ga., 121.2 per cent: Mon- 
roe, La., 105.1 per cent, and Dor- 
mont, Pa., 103.5 per ent. Almost 
a scére of other cities have in- 
creases from 50 to $9 per cent. 

Fifteen cities thus far announced 
have shown decreases, the largest 
decrease being 17:8 per cent for 
Little Falis, N. Y.

He said that in 1912 the 
store leased to the Light & De- 
velopment’ Co. space 1 the’ base- 

ment of the * on Building at 
Seventh 8 8 sharies street for 
a generating statioa and made a 
long term contract to buy eléctric- 
ity from the Light & Development, 
Co. The latter company trans- 
ferred its lease and contract to 
Cupples Station Light, Heat & 
Power Co., and on April 1, 1924, 
the Cupples station Company was 
taken over by Union Electric. 

It is the contention of the plain- 
tiff, Sullivan said, that the service 
is now being supplied by a public 
utility, Union Electric, whose rates 
are fixed by the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission, and not subject to 
private contract. On the. other 
hand, Sullivan said, the defendants 
claim tor the Cupples company 
the status of a private citizen with

Discrimination Alleged. 

In me petition, Sullivan pointed 
out, it is charged that Union Elec- 
tric has divested the Cupples com- 
pany of all its assets and keeps the 
latter company alive in form only 
for the purpose of rendering bills to 
Famous-Barr; that the Kingston 
Building plant no longer is used as 
a generating station, but as a 
transforming station for current 
brought from other sources by Un- 
ion Electric. 

The rates charged the store by 
the Cupples company are consider- 
ably higher than Union Electric's

SAKHALIN ISLAND 
TYPHOON KILLS 94 


100. Others Missing — 2000 
Fishing Boats at Sea When 
Storm Strikes, 


By the Associated Press. | 
TOKIO, May 3.—The death list 


in the typhoon which swept the 
southern portion of Sakhalin 
Island and the northern coast of 
Hokkaido reached nearly 200 to- 
day in reports to Rengo News 
Agency from Odomari. 


94 victims had been recovered and 
that 100 others were missing. 

The storm descended. upon Odo- 
mari Bay, at the southern end of 
Sakhalin, just after 10,000 fisher- 
men had been attracted gut to sea 


of herring. About 2000 
boats were out when the typhoon 
struck. 

Property damage has been esti- 
mated at $2,500,000. 

-Dispatches indicate that the 
tragedy struck the fishing com- 
munity of Odomari when the fish- 
ing season apparently had reached 
the heights of prosperity. Already 
a rich catch was drying along the 
beaches when the appearance of 
herring schools within the bay 
lured a majority of the city’s male 
population seaward. — 

They were caught almost with- 
out warning by a sudden storm of 
extreme violence. The bay today 
was littered’ with wrecked boats 
among which rescuers in small 
motor boats searched all day. Dur- 
ing the morning they picked up 
about 200 fishermen alive, but la- 
ter they found only corpses. 

It is estimated that 600 boats 
were wrecked, including many that | 
were smashed after being drawn 
ashore. Thus 6ne-fourth of Odo- 
mari's fishing fleet was destroyed.

TO FREE IT FROM SKYSCRAPER

CHICAGO, May 3.—4 brown 


thrush is causing a stir among the 
tenants of the 23-story State Bank 
Building, in the loop. The sky- 
scraper is in the shape of a hollow 
square, and it was into this hollow 
square that the thrush flew three 
days ago. 

The thrush has been unable to 
find its way out of the inclosure. 
The top is open to the sky, but the 
bird has not room enough to spiral 
23 ‘stories up to freedom. It has 
resisted every effort at capture. 
Occupants of the building, which 
houses the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change, keep the window ledges 
loaded with bread crumbs. -One 
millionaire, with particular infor- 
mation concerning the caloric re- 
quirement of thrushes, has placed 
a head of lettuce before the bird 
which, however, has shown no in- 
terest in it. 

An assistant fire chief, several 
firemen, some policemen and an 
agent of the Humane Society have 
tried every known device to get 
their hands on the thrush so they 
can set him free.

The measure would limit duty- 
free importations of sugar to 600,- 
000 long tons, copra to 300,000,000 
pounds and cocoanut oll to 400,- 
000,000 pounds. 
Timberlake said that the in- 
creased importations of sugar, co- 
pra and éocoanut. oll from the 
Philippine Islands constituted ‘‘a 
grave menace” to the domestic su- 
gar and dairy interests.

Groves, who 
lived in the rear of the place, in- 
tervened and as he did 80 was 
struck by a bullet fired by Hunn, 
who says he was aiming at the 
woman, Hunn ran away and 
Groves died two days later. Hunn 
waived extradition on his arrest 
and was brought to St. Louis.

Bombay dispatches indicate the 


arrest may be made whenever 
Gandhi fulfills either ok two 


threats, to go to Bombay to lead 
personally his passive resistance 
movement or to move on Dharsana 
and seize the Gvernment salt de- 
pots there. 

A Bombay dispatch to the Daily 
News suggests Gandhi has placed 
conditions on his going to Bombay 
which he knows would not be com- 
plied with. 

These conditions include require- 
ment of 100,000 followers, wearing 
homespun, foreswearing violence, 
practicing rigorous self-denial and 
pledging themselves to devote one 
hour each day to hand-spinning. 
The Mail says fewer than 3000 
have responded to the call. 

Earl Russell, Undersecretary in 
the India office, in a speech last 
night at Southampton, remarked 
that Gandhi's campaign of pro- 
fessed non-violence had led al- 
ready to considerable violence, and 
added: 

“Gandhi expresses himself as 
very sorrowful that this has been 
the case, but says that it is a nec- 
essary result. It it is @ necessary 
result steps must be taken to put 
an end to it.” 

Russell deplored that, although 
the Government “sympathetically”

Building permits for the first q of 1930 to- 
taled $2,417,561, as compared with $7,339,911 for the 
First three months last year. Last month’s total was 
$2,577,845, an increase of $1,409,614 over March, but 
a decrease of $1,476,966 from April 1929. The fiscal 
year ending in April with total permits of $22,211,10 
was the lowest in seven years. : 
A condition of overbuilding has prevailed in many 
cities, including St. Louis, as is indicated by the 
number of vacant houses, apartments and store 
rooms. To this extent a diminution of building will 
have a salutary effect, despite its restriction on cir- 
‘culation of money, for it will allow demand to catch 
up with supply, and will enhance the value of ex- 
isting properties. However, a decrease of $1,000- 
000,000 in residential building in the last year for 37 
states, as reported by the F. W. Dodge ‘Corporation, 
would appear to be an excessive decline, particularly 
in view of prevailing lower prices for materials. 
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ANOTHER LESSON FROM THE OHIO PRISON FIRE. 
As Missouri and other states consider plans for 
the enlargement and modernization of their penal 
institutions, too much emphasis cannot be laid on 
a littlementioned factor that contributed largely to 
the great loss of life in the Ohio prison fire. This 
was the absence of automatic controls for cell doors, 
whereby an entire tier can be opened at one time. 
The story has become familiar of the two guards 
who rushed frantically from door to door, one of 
them losing consciousness on the fourth level, the 
other on the fifth, while all of the men in the sixth 
tier perished and many of those in the fifth. Re- 
gardiess of the delay in starting the rescue work, 
and the deplorable overcrgwding, use of the tler 
control system would have emptied the entire block 
during thé time consumed in opening just six cells. 
It is amazing that use of this system has not 
become universal. Its installation should be compul- 
sory in every large city, state and Federal prison. 
It is the only means of instantly freeing great num- 
bers of convicts from their cells. during emergencies. 
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DECLINE OF THE AMERICAN VILLAGE. 
The current census gives definite figures for the 
long recognized fact that the small town no longer 
holds the place it once did in American life. Although 
the nation’s population is gaining at the rate of one 
person every 23 seconds, figures from eight central 
states show that 60 per cent of the small towns have 
lost inhabitants. This is part of the great wave to- 
ward urban centers. In 1890, 64.6 per cent of the 
people lived in rural areas (on farms and in towns 
of less than 2500 population). In 1920 only 48.6 per 
cent of them lived in the country, and the figure 
for 1930 doubtless will be even less. 
America is well out of the pioneer stage, in which 
the small town played so significant a part. Better 
roads, quick transportation, telephone communica- 
tion and rural free delivery make it no longer neces- 
sary for dwellers in the country to congregate. The 
peasants of Europe till small plots intensively and 
live in villages near their land. Farmers here have larg- 
er tracts and with modern improvements need not 
live in communal groups to enjoy the comforts of life. 
The industrial revolution which wrecked England's 
village life has had its effects here, but in a more 


Meanwhile, the small cities have been enjoying a 
prosperous growth, probably greater than that of 
metropolitan centers. Belleville, II., for instance, 
now has a population of 28,305, an increase of 3482 
persons, or 14 per cent, over 1920. The dead wood 
of American communities, involving duplication of 
school, church and business facilities, is being pruned 
away, and the more virile towns are having their

REORGANIZATION. 

HERE is no secret as to why more elec- 

tric railways de not buy new cars and 

bussés and extend their tracks into re- 
cently developed territory. They simply can- 
not get the money because they haven’t the 
basis for credit. The purse strings of the 
bankers are not kept tight due to extrava- 
gant management or to inefficient operation 
nor least of all to excessive salaries for its 
officials. As a matter of fact if salaries 
of its executive officers had. been kept in 
step with their added responsibilities, per- 
haps the industry would have been better 
off today than it is, but that is a subject 
for another editorial, 

New money is not forthcoming because 
these companies have a capital structure 
which closes the door to help from the 
bankers. The only way out is a reorganiza- 
tion and a scaling down of the funded debt’ 
within the earning capacity of the Properties 
on the present possibilities of the business, 
It is extremely doubtful whether the de- 
preciated values of these securities will 
ever come back. In fact, the depreciated 
value is only nominal, as these securities 
are practically unsalable, On the other 
hand, new securities issued following a re- 
organization on a conservative basis become 
immediately negotiable. It may even be 


crease in value as the campany is in much 
better position to build up its business 
through modernization. 
The word “receivership” has an ominous 
meaning to everyone, but very often it is 
the only way to put a property on its feet.

power, gas, steam heat, ice and bus busi- 
ness, This is the proposed mérger of ap- 
proximately $70,000,000 in properties which 


has been under discussion in Indiana for 


some time, . 

The commission’s decision was based 
largely on the view that the electric rail- 
ways proposed to be included in the con- 
solidation would constitute an unjustifiable 
burden.on the other properties. 

“The proposed merger, in the opinion of 
the commission, has nothing to offer advan- 
tageous to the users of other kinds of serv- 


ice furnished by the properties involved, 


which would not be offset by disadvantages 
accruing because of the financial condition 
of the electric railways,” says the com- 
mission's decision. 

Another paragraph of the decision says 
that the commission is inclined to agree 
that the electric light and power properties 
will produce greater earnings in the future 
through wider use of the service, but does 
not regard it as probable that sufficient 
additional revenue could be provided for 
the merged properties to wipe out the cor- 
porate deficit referred to by an accountant 
of the commission in view of the downward 
trend in the earnings of some classes of 
service, particularly the electric railways.

LAUD, Storm Center of Stuart En- 
gland. By Robert P. Tristram 
Coffin. (Brentano. ) 

Much evil has been written of 
William Laud, Archbishop of 
Canterbury. The present author 
holds that-he, more than any other 
man, made Oxford what it is; 
credits him with sponsoring the 
pious writings of George Herbert 
and Jeremy Taylor; and sees him 
as builder of “the very fabric of 
the Anglican Church.” As to the 
last, it may be questioned whether 
Laud's service to Anglicanism 
equals that of Thomas Cranmer, 
whose “red right hand grew rag- 
ing hot“ at the stake of Oxford. 
Certainly the powerful appeal of 
Cranmer’s heroic death is lacking 
when one contemplates the end 
of Laud, as here related. Laud 
had caused the ears of Prynne the 
Puritan to be cropped, and Prynne 
and his friends, when their turn 
came, took Laud’s ears and his 
head as well. 

Much of the enmity against 
Laud, the biographer shows was 
due to his love of order and de- 
corum, and his insistence on forms, 
in a time when, as Laud com- 
plained, it was held superstitious 
“for any man to come with more 
reverence into a church than a 
tinker and his dog come into an 
alehouse.“ England and the world 
had not reached the stage where 
there could be some churches for 
those who thought as Laud did, 
and others for the Puritans, with 
mutual non-interference. The pre- 
vailing spirit was that of King 
James—"“I will make them con- 
form, or I will harry them out of 
the land.” And while Laud had 
power to do the harrying, other 
ears than Prynne’s were cropped. 

Still, Laud is made to appear as 
essentially a builder, rather than 
a persecutor. He might hope for 
a favorable judgment in our time, 
if men could forget that it was of

MORROW AVOIDS APPOINTMENT 
TO SENATE; BAIRD TO REMAIN 


Ambassador Will Open Campaign 
for Place, However, Before Re- 
turning to Mexico.

WASHINGTON, May 3.— Dwight 
Morrow, Ambassador to Mexico 
and naval conference delegate, an- 
nounced today that he would not 
enter the Senate at this time and 
would open his campaign for the 
Republican Senatorial nomination 
in New Jersey before returning to 
Mexico City.

Chief among these is one 
declaring the commission should 
not approve any acquisition of 
control which, except for its own 
authorization, would be in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws.

1928, Maurice Chevalier, accompa- 
nied by his wife, landed at New 
York, en route to Hollywood and 
new triumphs as an actor. 

I had seen Chevalier in two pic- 
tures béfore venturing to call on 
him for an interview recently. He 


had just finished making The Big 


Pond” at the Long Island studio 
of Paramount and was preparing 
to leave again for Hollywood. I 
found ‘him in a modest suite at his 
hotel on East Fifty-fourth street, 
a little amused but frankly pleased 
at the variety and quantity of in- 
terviewers who have lately been 
calling on him. 

One's first observation on meeét- 
ing him is that Chevalier has no 
need for screen illusion or stage 
perspective to appear attractive. 

He has the build of a well-pro- 
portioned athlete, lacking just a 
fraction of an inch of being six 
feet in height, weighing 1656 
pounds, with a ruddy complexion 
and the grace of a professional 
dancer. Boring used to be his 
favorite diversion before he was 
wounded, but his stage work gives 
him enough physical exercise to 
keep him in excellent condition. 

He has smooth brown hair and 
blue eyes, and, as a matter of fact, 
conforms in hardly any particular 
with the generally accepted idea of 
how a Frenchman should look. His 
build, his blue eyes and square 
chin very strongly sugg Nordic 
ancestry somewhere, a suggestion 
emphasized y the surprising. fact 
that through his French accent 
there suddenly emerges now “and 
then an English word with a def- 
initely Oxford inflexion. This phe- 
nomenon, however, is undoubtedly 
traceable to the fact that his first 
English instructor was the British 
Major who was a fellow prisoner 
of war with him in Germany. 

In spite of his French accent he 
has a very good command of En- 
glish, rarely finding it necessary 
to. grope for a word, and his rapid- 
ly growing vocabulary has been 
augmented, since his arrival in this 
country, by a fine collection of 100 
per cent American slang.
